Some of those have come from se­ 
cret agents. 
It was learned that the 
treasury officials have some interest­ 
ing information of their own aa to the 
situation, it continua the belief that 
the conditions are grave.' 
Diaz bas been utterly unable to cone 
with the situation Good reason exia s 
for the belief that conditions in the 
southern provinces are quite aa bad 
M in the north. 
That President Taft and his advis­ 
ers perceive clearly the time may not 
he far diatant when American troops 
will have to cross the border to pro­ 
tect Anteri* an and foreign interests is 
unquestioned. In the opinion of n ia iiv 
they will remain, o n e e they cross the 
I order. 
In other words, it will be 
much easier to get into Mexico than 
to get out of it. 
The truth ia the United States is 
confronted with. a most menacing sit­ 
uation all along the southern bo der;

merely are Mexican conditions 
gravely unsettled, hut Cuban affairs 
are in a serious state. The flnsm Jal 
situation of the Cuban government is 
going from bad to worse, grail Is said 
to reign supreme, and, while there is 
no revolution on, the situation is said 
to he such that this country may again 
have to take a hand ut any time. 
How far Great 
Britain and other

Ambassador Says High Tariff Is an 
Injury to Canada and the United 
States and Opposed to Sound Fiscal 
Principles. 


london, March D. — Ambassador 
Bryce’s repoils to the foreign oftt< e 
on the subject of the United States- 
Canada reciprocity negotiations were 
issued in a White Paper. 
London, .YI at cb 9.—The foreign office 
published iii a White Paper the re 
ports of Ambassador Bryce on the 
proposed reciprocity treaty between 
the United States and Canada. 
The most interesting communication 
is under date of Jan. 22, the day fol­ 
lowing the conclusion of the agree 
mein. 
In this the British diploma: 
says; 
As at present advised, I am dis 
posed to believe that British interests 
are not to any appreciable extent pre 
Judiced. No opportunity was lost in 
the course of the negotiations of re­ 
minding the Canadian ministers of 
the regard which it was right and 
fitting that they should have to the 
imperial interests. 
The arrangement 
still rests iii reality, on a growing re 
albation of the fact that a high tarifl 
wall 
between 
contiguous 
countries 
whose products are economically in­ 
terchangeable, is an injury to both and 
opposed to sound fiscal principles. In­ 
sofar as the arrangement oversteps 
this basis it is probably influemed 
and will at any rate be publicly Just! 
tied and defended In the United States 
by the traditional policy of the United 
States of promoting closer economic 
relations with the states of the west­ 
ern hemisphere. 
“That such a policy is not counter­ 
acted by and does not (Tick the ra j 
pidly growing sense of national con j 
sciousness and International import­ 
ance in the peoples of those state* has 
of late been abundantly proved, 
“No more in Canada than in the re­ 
publics of l.atin-Ameri*a, to which the 
United States government has sought 
to extend its Pan American 
propa­ 
ganda. does there seem a likelihood 
thai a freer interchange of commodi­ 
ties will lead to closer relations of a 
political kind." 
Every time reciprocity is mentioned 
in parliament There Is a warm pas­ 
sage at arms. Mr. Balfour, leader of 
the opposition, and Sir Edward (Ire), 
the foreign secretary, had a brush in 
the house of commons over Ambassi- 
dor Bryce 
Mr. BaPour warned to 
know w hat instruct Ions had been sent 
to the ambassador and why British 
manufacturers had not been consulted 
during the negotiations between the 
United States aud Canada. 
The foreign secretary replied that 
the government iiad not sent auy in­ 
structions to Ambassador Bryce, and 
did not propose to, except to indorse 
entirely everything he bad done. The 
manufacturers, he said, had not been 
consulted because both parties to the 
agreement were desirous of secrecy.
